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Permit for a limited Period Compositions for 
Stamp Duty on Bank Post Bills of Five Pounds 
and upwards in Ireland. 

W HEREAS by an Act passed in the Sixteenth and Seven- 
teentli Years of Her Majesty’s Reign, Chapter Sixty- 
tiireo, the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury are 
authorized and empowered to comjiomid and agree with all or any 
5 Bankers in Scotland oi' elsewhere for a Composition in lieu of the 
Stamp Duties payahlo on the Bills of Exchange of such Bankers : 
And whereas it is expedient to permit Bankers in Ireland for a 
limited Period to compound for the Stamp Duties payable on their 
Bank Post Bills as \vell as on their Bills of Exchange ; Be it enacted 
^•0 by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and uith the Adrice 
and Consent of the Lords Sjiiritual and Temporal, and Conunons, 
in this present Pailiaincnt assembled, and by the Authority of tlu' 
same, as Ibllows ; 

1. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
15 Treasmw and they are hereby authorized and empowered to com- 
pound and agree ■with any Banlcer in Ireland for a Composition in 
lieu of the Stamp Duties payable on the Bank Post Bills to be 
made or di’a'wn by such Banker at any Time dining the Period of 
[BiU 211.] ^ Three 
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Three Years ti-om the passing of this Act, tor any Sum of Money 
amounting to T'ive Pounds or upwards, and such Composition shall 
be made on the like Terms and Conditions and Avith .such Secm-ity as 
the said Commissioners are by the said Act empowered to require in 
the Case of compounding for the Stamp Duties on Bills of Exchange ; 5 
and upon such Composition being entered into by such Banker it 
shall be lawful for him, during the Period aforesaid, to make, draw, 
and issue all such Bank Post Bills, for which Composition shall 
hare been made, on unstamped Paper, anything in any Act con- 
tained to the contrary notwithstanding. 10
